Water  Supplies. 

The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  Order,  was  made  and  came  into 
operation  on  26th,  September.  Under  the  Order,  the  constituent  districts 
are,  the  Borough  of  Bridport,  the  Rural  District  of  Beaminster,  the 
Rural  District  of  Bridport,  with  representations  on  the  Board  of  four 
members,  three  members,  three  members  respectively,  and  the  Dorset 
County  Council  with  seven  members,  as  the  latter  Authority  has  undertaken 
to  make  annual  contributions  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Board. 

On  the  appointed  day,  all  the  constituent  councils’  Water 
Undertakings were  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  Board.  In  addition 
the  Bridport  Water  Works  Company  Undertaking  was  also  transferred 
to  and  vested  in  the  Board  (this  Company,  in  addition  to  supplying 
the  Borough  of  Bridport,  also  supplies  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District, 
the  parishes  of  Bothenhampt on,  Bradpole,  Burton. Brads took,  Litton  Cheney, 
and  parts  of  Allington  and  Symondsbury,  although  their  statutory  area 
also  includes  the  parishes  of  Loders  and  Swyre). 

Under  the  Order  the  prescribed  rate  poundage  for  a supply  of 
water  for  domestic  purposes  will  be  in  the  pound,  and  3/6d. 

per  1,000  gallons  by  meter. 

Until  1969,  the  rate  poundage  charged  for  a supply  of  water 
for  domestic  purposes  in  the  Borough  of  Bridport,  will  be  l/6d.  in 
the  pound  less  than  the  rate  poundage  charged  in  the  remainder  of  the 
limits  of  supply,  except  for  those  parts  of  the* Bridport  Rural  District 
supplied  by  the  Company  immediately  before  the  appointed  day,  and  for 
these  parts  until  1964  the  rate  poundage  will  be  6d.  leos  in  the  pound.

Sewage.  . , . 

Beaminster  and  Netherburv  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

It  is  now  nine  years  since  the  Council  instructed  their 
Consultant  Engineers  to  prepare  a scheme  for  Beaminster  and 
Netherbury,  and  seven  years  since  the  Council  decided  that  the 
works  be  sited  at  Clenham  Mill.  This  site  had  not  yet  been 
purchased  and  neither  had  the  Consultant ’ Engineers  put  forward 
a detailed  scheme  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Powers tock  and  Nettlecombe  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. 

After  considering  the  preliminary  survey  of  the  Surveyor, 
the  Council  instructed  the  Surveyor  to  prepare  a combined  scheme 
for  the  two  villages,  and  when  plans  and  sections  of  the  lay-out 
of  sewers  and  works  were  submitted,  the  Council  in  November,  agreed 
the  scheme  and  made  application  for  a loan. 

Priority  Schemes. 

The  priorities  for  sewerage  schemes  are,  Beaminster  town  and 
Netherbury,  Powerstock  and  Nettlecombe,  Halstock,  Evershot  and  Melbury. 

Public  Cleansing. 

All  household  refuse  and  salvage  is  collected  weekly  from 
Beaminster  parish.  In  the  remaining  parishes,  salvage  and 
indestructible  household  refuse  only  is  collected  monthly,  the 
work  being  carried  out  by  two  men  and  a covered  refuse  collecting 
lorry  (a  10  cubic  yards  Karrier)  which  was  purchased  in  April,  1957, 

The  refuse  is  tipped  on  the  Council's  dump  a mile  north  of  Beaminster 
town. 


It  is  considered  that  the  site  of  the  present  dump  may  last 
for  approximately  10  - 15  years.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a wide  spread  outbreak 
of  Measles  which  fortunately  was  of  a fairly  mild  type.

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Head  Teachers  and 
School  Nurses  regarding  the  control  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  schools. 

Immunisation.
